Governments as Co-operators 


—o 


Ten or fitteen years ago the popular demand in connection with thg 
solution of large and grave problems affecting economic and marketing con- 
ditions In these Western Provinces was for Government ownership and 
operation. This demand was, perhaps, most insistently urged in connec- 
tion with interior and terminal grain elevators. Today, no such demand is 
made, noc ig there any expressed wish for the adoption of such a policy. 

The reason for this marked change in public opinion is not far to seek. 
Manitoba tried Goveranient ownership and operation of interior elevators, 
and it was far from being a success, cither financially or in the characte: of 
the service rendered. 
ment of creating a large co-operative company, composed of the farmers 
themselves, managed and controlled entirely Dy farmers, but assisted with 
the financial backing of the Provincial Government. a 

From its inception the Saskatchewan experiment has been an outstand- 
ing success. That success has been duc to the whole-hearted and loyal 
manner in which the farmers lave supported their own institution—some- 
thing it was predicted they would not do; it has been brought about by not- 
ably careful and efficient management; and, lastly, it has been made possible 
because of the sympathetic treatment accorded on ail occasions by the Gov- 
ernment, which has placed the resources and credit of the Provinee back in 
the control and management of that enterprise. 

Saskatchewan has borrowed millions which Lave been loaned to the 
Saskatchewan C@operative Elevator Co. bui that Company has met every 
“payment of principal and interest a3 it has be@ome due, and the Provincial 
treasury and the Saskatchewan taxpayer has not been called upon to put up 
a dollar. 
the Provincial ercdit for other millions by giving guarantees to the Banks 
for the repayment of loans made direct te the Company. It is an acknow- 
ledwed fact that without this Government backing, the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Elevator Co. could never have sticceeded in its earlier years, nor 
have achieved the fine record which stands to its credit. So succcessful, 
indeed, did the Saskatchewan experiment prove to be, that the other Prov- 
inces finally adopted it. And co-operative interior elevators have been 
followed by terminals owned and minaged by these same companies. 

The splendid results achieved by co-operative elevators led to the for- 
mation in Saskatchewan of the Province-wide cooperative creamery com- 
pany, which took over all tie Government owned dnd operated creamerics, 
and has established many new ones and enlarged the old ones. ‘It is re- 
peating in its field the success of the co-gpcrative clevator com- 
panies, and has established cold stcrage plants and other subsidiary enter- 
prises. 

Next came co-operative stockyards, which are yet in their infancy but 
which promise to become an impggtant factor in the development and pros- 
perity of the livestock industry of the West. 

Co-operative wool marketing is now recognized as the most feastble and 
best method of handling the wool clip of the West, and has for some years 
past demonstzated its practicability by obtaining for the shecpmen of the 
West a higher price for rave yoo! than could otherwise have been secured 

-by them. . 

Co-operation between Government and people has alse resulted in Sas- 
katchewan in a very rapid extension of rural telephone lines and facilities 
throughout the,Province, bringing the farm home into itamediate and direct 
communication with market towns, doctors and nurses, and Fftmoving to @ 
large degree that isolation from which the farm home suffered in the past and 


which was one of the chief obstacles (o keeping many people on the land. ' 


The successes which stand to the credit of ali enterprises in the West 
based on the co-operative principic have restlted in the development of 4 
pronounced public opinion that it was far better n@& to rely absolutely upon 
a parental form. of government, but, by corporation ef Government and 
people, buiid up a sturdy, self-reliant Provined and Dominion, Now when 
a difficulty presents itself, people do not weakly turn to Governments with 
demands that they solve the problems for the people, but the people them- 
selves tackle the problem and, with Government assistance, are proving 
their ability to solve and overcome their difficulties. 

Another valuable feature of this adherence to ca-opcrative principles 
and methods is found in the practical training being afforded thousands of 
farmers’ sons in the conduct and management of large business enterprises. 
“The value of stich training’ can hardly be over-estimated, and is having its 
effect in the adoption of more businesé-like methods in ali departments of 
the farm, resulting in the saving of countless thousands of doilars in many 
small ways to the farmicrs in their own operations. Strict business methods 
are replacing slipshod ones while at the sagie (ime the man on the land is 
kept in close touch with world conditions and markets, and is steadily secur- 
ing a larger grasp of those economic forces which have a direct bearing on 
the price of his product and his resultant prosperity

Has Proven To Be 
Valuable Economic Step 


One of the problems continually 
engaging the tninds of the govern- 
country, without 


and 


the even distribution of labor, en- 
auring work forall citizens. It is 
only too common am occurrence to 
find one district in the land suffering 
from a superfluity of workers, whilst 
some other point is experiencing a 
dearth of labor, and cmployers are 
at their wits’ end to sccure men of a 
certain calling. 

It isa valuable economic measure to 
bring these two localitics 
and satisfy the needs of both, and in 
many countries the agency te accom- 
plish this is still lacking. The work- 
er out of employment and the em- 
ployer seeking help must in some way 
be brought together, and in Canada, 
until a few years ago, the only media 
existing were private employment 
bureaux supported by tlie feces enact- 
ed from employer and employce. Be- 
sides being only purely local affairs, 
these bureaux operated in such a way 
as to give rise toa great many abuses 
and occasioned a great amount of 
general dissatisfaction. 

The problem of unemployment in 
Canada was largely solved by the in- 
stitution by the Federal Government 
of Government Employment Bureaux 
operating without expense to those 
using them and maintaining a con- 
nected system of offices across Can- 
ada from coast to coast. ~ This in- 
evitably dealt a mortal blow to the 
private employment agencies, which 
was followed up by legislation in the 
different provinces making them 
Illegal to operate. . 

The service was established in an- 
ticipation of the return of the troops 
from overseas and the problems of 
employment which would confront 
them. The scheme cvolved has 
worked out uniformly successful both 
as to returned soldiers (to whom, af- 
ter demobilization, preference was 
given in the occurrence of vacancies),

To Test Valde 
Of Aireraft in War 


Huge German Dreadnaught Osfries- 
land to be Destroyed by U.S. 
Naval Airmen. 
Participation by the United States 
\Var Department in a series of experi- 
ments to determine the value of air- 
Craft against major naval vessels, was 
invited by Secretary Daniels in a Iet- 

ter to Secretary Baker. 

The first test will be conducted 
within the next 90 days, Mr. Daniels 
said, and conditions approximating 
as closely as possible those of battle 
will be stimulated. The captured |: 
German battleship Osfriesland, 26,500 
tons, probably will be used for the 
first experiment. 

Admiral R. FE. Coontz, chief of 
naval operations, prior to the mat- 
ing public of Secretary Daniels’ Iet- 
ter, told the House naval committee 
that within the next three months 
the navy would bomb a large war- 
ship from the air in the open sea, to 
test the theory advanced by Brig. 
Gen. Mitchell, of the Army Air Serv- 
ice, that airplanes had made capital 
naval vessels uscless. 

Representative Mondell of Wyo- 
ming Republican, floor leader, who 
preceded Admiral Coontz on the 
stand, warned the committee that 
unless expenditures for military es- 
tablishments were cut down, some 
of the larger nations of the world 
would be driven to bankruptcy. 

The United States should take the 
lead in disarmament, declared Mr, 
Mondell, adding, “If an agreement is 
not reached for the limitation of ar- 
maiments and = war-like expenditures 
in the near future the fault will be 
that of the United States, as in form- 
er days the fault was that of Ger- 
many.” 


Goat Industry Expanding 


B.C. Goat Breeders’ Association Say 
Industry Has Come To Stay. 


Mr. W. H. Cottrell, president of the 
British Columbia Goat Breeders’ As- 
sociation, at the annual meeting of 
the association held at Vancouver re- 
cently, asserted there was no doubt 
whatever but that the industry has 
come to stay and that in spite of many 
handicaps it is making remarkable 
progress.

St. Bernards Largely Used to Trans- 
port Water Carts to‘the Men. 


While the French and English were

Bituminous Sands Of 
Northern Alberta As 


Source of Crude Oil 


In the district of Port McMurray, 
some 200 miles north of Edmonton, 
occur vast deposits of hituminous 
sands, popularly referred to as tar 
sands, ‘These have long attracted 
attention, being exposed for many 
miles along the cliffs croded Ly the 
flow of the Athabasca River. ‘The 
area of occtirrence of the deposits is 
vast, that indicated by exposures be- 


Jing estimated from 750 to 1,000 square 


miles with probably wide extensions 
under heavy cover. ‘The outcrops 
along fhe main river and the tribu- 
tary streams have been estimated by 
S.C. Ells (of the Dominion Govern- 
ment Department of Mines}, as 175 
miles in length, 

Along these exposures the overbur- 
den varies ~on some stretches it is 
reported as too heavy to allow of 
conunercial development, but on 
others it is comparatively light or 
casily removable, consisting of shales 
and sandstones, Ells estimates that 
about 20 per cent of the exposures are 
of commercial interest owing to the 
comparative cheapness with which 
the bituminous sand can be won, and 
that systematic boring would, no 
doubt, disclose many other localities 
where overburden was sufficiently 
light to allow of development at rea- 
sonable cost. 

Analysis of 72 satuples made in the 
Department of Mines gives the bitu- 
minous content ef the sands as from 
12 to 17 per cent., and the quantity 
_available will be enormotis, even pro- 
vided it were confined to the develop- 
ment of only 20 per cent. ofthe now 
known exposures reported upon by 
Ells as commercially interesting. 

In some of the exposures where 
theré are partings of foreign matcer- 
ials, eeepages of semi-liquid bitumen 
have followed the horizontal parting 
planes, drawn to the surface by ac- 
tion of the sun. Up to within a few 
years ago it was generally considered 
that the commercial value of these 
important deposits was confined to 
their tise as paving matcrial, and for 
this purpose they are undoubtedly 
suitable and will be so utilized when 
transportation facilities and growth 
of population create a demand within 
a reasonable radius of distribution, An 


—_— 


experimental section paved in the city 
of Edmonton was opened to traffic 
in August, 1915, and is reported as 
still being in satisfactory condition at 
present date; thus determining the 


suitability of these deposits in this re- 


spect, 

The approaching exhaustion of the 
many producing oil fields of the Unit- 
ed States, disturbed conditions in the 
oil fields of other countries, combin- 
ed With the enormously increased de- 
mand for crude oil and its by-pro- 
ducts throughout the world, are grad- 
ually attracting attention to these Lit- 
uminous sand deposits and the possi 
bilities they offer as an enormous 


source of crude gil, fuel oil and their 
derivable by-products. 
Germany, realizing the value of 


these deposits, and in pursuance of 
their well-known policy to corner the 
raw materials of the world, sent chem- 
ists to Alberta and secured some 
leascs in 1913, the war, however, put- 
ting an end to their activities in this 
direction. Provided, therefore, that 
no new and important oil fields are 
brought in to supply the world’s de- 
mands in the near future, there can be 
no doubi that the value of these de- 
posifs as a national asset will increase. 
The price of crude and fuel oil at time 
of writing is 56 cents and 1734 cents 
an iinperial gallon f.0.b. Montreal, re- 
spectively, and is rapidly approaching 
a figure at which it would be com- 
mercially possible to develop the vast 
supplies held in these sind deposits. 
The total known deposits have been 
estimated to hold some 30,000 million 
barrels of oil. This figure is startling 
and is quoted here as giving some idea 
of the magnitude of this resource, 
rather thant for any practical value of 
such an estimate. One important 
problem remains to be solved, It is 
to find a practical method of separ- 
ating the oil from the sand particles 
which it coats and impregnates. The 
solution has already been found on a 
laboratory scale. The moment that 
crude oil reaches a price that will pay 
for commercial recovery of these sup- 
plics naw held in the shales and sands, 
will undoubtedly sce the commercial 


solution of all such technical difficul-- 


ties, 


China Faniine Relief 


Premicr Urged To Appoint National 
Committee. ’ 

A strong appeal for national assist- 
ance on the part of. Canada to China 
under her present distressing famine 
conditions was made .to Premier 
Meighen by a deputation consisting of 
members of the Canadian Famine Re- 
licf Committee. It was urged that 
Canada should follow the example of 
the United States and appoint a na- 
tional committce and that there 
should be a gencrous grant from the 
poll tax on Chinese who entered Can- 
ada last year. It was also suggested 
that the government consider sending 
wheat or flour to China, that the 
farmers be appealed to to contribute 
grain, and that free transport of these 
supplics across the country be pro- 
vided. 

The premier seplied that informa- 
tion at present at hand regarding 
China did not lead the government to 
the conclusion that it ought to assist. 
However, it would consider the fur- 
ther information placed by the depu- 
tation,

With Greater Science in Tilling. 
“Scientific farming on a small scale 

would bring bigger profits to the 
western farmer and quicker develop- 
ment for the country,” C. S. Noble, 
of Nobleford,, Alta, largest indiyid- 
ual farmer in the west, declared in an 
interview recently. 

“Farmers in the west fave culti- 
vated large areas simply because the 
land was cheap. But we must get 
away from the idea of so many acres 
and turn our attention to the num- 
ber of bushels per acre to get the best 
results,” he said. “Under present 
labor conditions, the man who exten- 
sively cultivates a half section will 
make greater gains than the large 
farmer. <A big population of small 
scale farmers, who are personally in- 
terested in the land, will bring pros- 
perity to the prairies.” 

Mr. Noble has 33,000 acres under 
cultivation and has been a successful 
large scale farmer from the start.

Threat Of the 
Income Tax 


Rigidity About the Law Which Makes 
It An Instrument of Tyranny. 
In ‘its issuc of Feb. 4, 1921, the 

Manitoba Free Press says:— 

We print herewith some observa- 
tions of the Income Tax Law em- 
bodied in a correspondent’s letter to 
the Montreal Gazette. In principle 
the Income Tax should commend it- 
self as a proper and equitable method 
of raising revenue; the criticism 
quoted is not against an income tax 
ag such, but against the Income Tax 
Law and the method it provides for 
collection: 

“The act in question is full of 
glaring anomalies, but it is with the 
‘penalty clauses’ I wish particularly 
to deal. Some of these are so dras- 
tic, unreasonable and tyrannical that 
they are undoubtedly the invention 
of a student of the school of Hin- 
denburg and Ludendorff and, in my 
Opinion, are quite unworthy of a rep- 
resentative of a free people such as 
we Canadians once were but, since 
the framing of this act, are no 
longer. 

“The Bank of Montreal hag issued 
recently a booklet interpreting the 
“Income Tax Law’ and on page No. 1 
thereof, alluding to the citizens send- 
Ing in his tax form, says:— 

“Tf he (the citizen) puts the figure 
too low, he becomes immediately and 
futomatically liable to heavy penal- 
ty, ‘even if his error ig unintentional.’ 
The Government officials have no 
power to Jet him off. The law de- 
crees the precise sum which he must 
find”

country. Many of the penalties are 
absurd in the manner of their ap- 
plication, and, as the writer above 
correctly states, seems to spring 
from the belief that every pergon 
affected by the tax is naturally dis- 
honest in his attitude towards it, 
and needs to be dragooned by official- 
dom, 

The act, as it stands, is an insult, 
directed against the people of this 
country by their servants in the 
Government and in Parliament,

“YOUR TEETH" 


The shape of a tooth is the result 
of ages of evolution. It would be 
impossible for us to improve upon 
the plan of a normal tooth, When 
tlecay, or caries, has destroyed a part 
of the contour of a tooth, that con- 
tour must be restored if the tooth is 
to do its work and remain a desirable 
ucighbor to the other teeth in the 
mouth, afid to the gums, After the 
cavity, is shaped right, the dentist 
thoroughly dries and sterilizes it and 
places the filling material so that 
every part of the cavity is exactly 
filled. Then he builds the filling to 
imitate the original shape of the tooth. 
Every little line and every ridge and 
cone is duplicated. ‘The margins of 
the filling are so carefully and closely 
approximated that the cavity is her-

at the gum margin between the teeth. 
Tf a filling should be left rough or 
should become roughened from hard 
use, it becomes a source of danger to 
the health of the mouth because it re- 
tains food, causes irritation to the 


tongue or check or lip and many 
times holds food tightly packed 
against the gum. If there is too 


miuch space between the tecth, or df 
there is a projecting filling or a rough- 
ened area, pyorrhea will usually be 
started by infection that follows con- 
Stant bruising of the gum.

After~Theatre 
Suppers 


BY LORETTO-C. LYNCH

What is so delightful-as the little 
surprise supper when you come home 
on a winter's evening from the real 
theatre or the little motion picture 
house just around the corner? With 


the prices of restaurant foods today,’ 


only the very prosperous can indulge 
in the after-theatre suppers offered by 
the best restaurants. 

What to have is the next consid- 
eration. Perhaps sandwiches and 
hot cocoa will settle the question 
very nicely. And it is well to have 
the sandwiches prepared and the 
cocoa made before leaving 

There are a number of appropriate 
fillings’ A delicious filling is «made 
of boneless sardines mashed to a 
pastetud mixed with fincly chopped, 
hard-cooked eggs. <A few grains of 
cayenne give just the right seasoning. 
cheese, chopped olives and 
walnuts spread on thinly sliced broivn 
bread makes another inexpensive fill- 
ing. Canned shrimp or crab or Iob- 
ster or tuna, finely chopped, season- 
ed with mayonnaise, makes a well-lik- 
ed filling, but is a bit more expensive 
than those previously suggested. 

Sandwiches keep fresh if wrapped 
in waxed paper and then placed in 
the refrigerator, In fact, sandwiches 
so stored might be made the day be- 
fore? This is sometimes desirable 
when a large number are to be sery- 
ed, ; 

Salads, too, are appropriate for 
serving late at night. Good salad 
can be made from first quality can- 
ned chicken when freshly cooked 
chicken is not availablé. Cut the 
chicken into inch cubes with a sharp 
knife. Add an equal quantity of 
diced table celery. Set this away in 
the refrigerator. Clean the lettuce 
and place it in-a covered tin can in 
the refrigerator. Chill the plates. 
When the time comes to serve, 


| moisten the chicken and celery with 


mayonnaise and place on leaves of 
lettuce on the chilled plates, 

Hot coffee is frequently served 
with cold salads. Make if, arranging 
to free it from tie grounds before 
leaving home, It will take but a 
moment to reheat it when it comes 
time to serve. 

Ata supper in one of the large 
metropolitan hotels the other even- 
ing 1 tasted a ‘salad’that ‘some 
hostess looking for something new 
and most palatable will want to 
serve. The salad was termed Salade 
Archduc. On a [éaf of lettuce there 
was a parallel arrangement of strips 
of brilliant red pimento, soft, yellow- 
toned asparagus tips and cool green 
strips of skinned alligator pedr. This 
arrangement was repeated until the 
well-trimmed leaf of lettuce had been 
entirely covered. : 

The chafiing-dish offers splendid 
opportunity for after-theatre snacks. 
Whatever you intend making, be 
sure you have ag much as possible 
prepared beforehand. The butter 
called for should be measured on 
‘the tablespoon and then rolled into 
dainty little, balls. and dropped into a 
bowl of cold-water. If toast is re- 
quired it may be made beforchand if 
care ts taken that {t toasts but slight- 
ly.‘ Reheating for a moment “will 
then make it just right. Other in- 
eredients should be measured and set 
aside, 

Be sure that your chafting-dish ts 
in working order. Many a little 
party has been spoiled because the 
hostess discovered at the last mom- 
ent that there was no alcohol in 
the lamp or that the electric connec: 
tion was out of order, 

Cake—either cut cake or individual 
cakes—are appropriate. But these 
should be of the plainer varicties. 
Elaborate pastry is not appropriate, 
especially just before going to bed.
